HOUSE OF LORDS. 
MONDAY. 


The report from the church commissioners of Ireland was presented.—A 
petition from London for an alteration of the mode of charging for letters, 
and for the adoption of Mr. Rowland Hill’s plan with respect to the Post- 
office, was presented ; also others on the same subject from Wolverhampton, 
&c.—In the committee on the Municipal Officers’ Declaration Bill, amend- 
ments were proposed, but nut agreed to. 

TUESDAY. 

The report of the commissioners of experimental improvements regarding 
crown lands in the counties of Cork and Kerry was erdered.—The report of 
the Municipal Officers’ Declaration Bill was presented. Lord BRouGHAM 
proposed his amendments to extend the relief of the bill to all others who had 
conscientious scruples touching oath-taking ; but they were negatived, after 
which the report was agreed to.—The Civil List Bill, brought from the Com- 
mons, was read a first time.—The Houses of Parliament Bill, and the Slave 
Compensation Bill were read a first time. 

WEDNESDAY. 

The Parliament Houses’ Bill was read a second time.—Lord MELBOURNE 
delivered a message from her Majesty, declaring her consent that the house 
should proceed with the Civil List Bill according to its present proposed 
enactments. An answer was adopted on the message.—Lord MELBOURNE 
then moved the second reading of the Civil List Bill, and entered into details 
of the different enactments. Lord BRouGHAM opposed the bill at consider- 
able length, contending that, even if they were agreed as to the principle of 
the bill, they had not sufficient informntion before them to sanction the ar- 
rangement. It was, in fact, legislating in the dark to proceed as they were 
proceeding at present, without a knowledge of the resources of the crown, or 
the amount of revenue produced by the duchies of Lancaster and Cornwall. 
The bill was read a second time. 

THURSDAY. 

The Houses of Parliament Bill went through a committee.—Lord ME L- 
BOURNE appealed to his noble and learned friend (Lord Brougham) whether 
he would persist in his motion respecting the duchies of Cornwall a:d Lan- 
caster, knowing it to be the intention of her Majesty’s government to intro- 
duce new regulations on the subject. Lord BrouGHAm assented to the 
suggestion of his noble friend, but vindicated himself from the charge of in- 
tending any disrespect towards his Sovereign.—On the motion for going into 
committee on the Civil List Bill, the Duke of WELLINGTON objected to 
some of the arrangements of the bill, particularly those which rendered the 
payment of the first lord of the treasury and other great officers of state de- 

ndent on an annual vote of the commons, and those which related to the 
distribution of pensions. He would not, however, attempt to delay the pro- 
gress of the bill. Lord MeELBouRNE expressed his satisfaction at finding 
that the noble duke did not oppose the bill, though he objected to some of its 
provisions. The bill then went through committee, and was ordered to be 
read a third time to-morrow.—Lord RapNor brought forward his motion 
respecting the universities of Oxford and Cambridge. The Duke of WEL- 
LINGTON resisted it at considerable length, and after a good deal of discus- 

sion it was withdrawn. 
FRIDAY. 

Mr. G. F. YounG adverted to an extraordinary provision that had got into 
a private act of last session, for the formation of the ‘‘ Fishguard Harbour,” 
whereby the private speculators in that work had obtained the right of levyinga 
passing toll on all vessels passing between the Welsh coast on one side and 
Wexford on the other, in fact, on all vessels passing up that channel ; and 
asked, whether the President of the Board of Trade intended to do any thing 
thereupon? Mr. P. Toomson answered in the affirmative. He was asto- 
nished that so monstrous and unjust a provision could have been smuggled 
through Parliament, especially after the signal manner in which that House 
had resisted the principle of ‘* passing tolls ’’ in the case of the Scarborough 
Harbour Bill; and he intended, after the recess, to propose its repeal. He 
also observed, that this afforded further proof of the necessity for the due 


protection of the general interest to secure some means by which the House | 


could become acquainted with the contents of private bills—Mr. LEADER, 
pursuant to notice, directed attention to the state of the Canadas, and moved 
for copies of all dispatches that had passed between Lord Gosford and the 
Colonial -office since the date of those last presented, which was agreed to.— 
The report on the Duchess of Kent’s Annuity Bill was brought up and agreed to. 
a 
HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
SATURDAY. 

The Slave Compensation Act Amendment Bill went through committee, 
after some conversaiion regarding the treatment of negro apprentices.—The 
report of the Civil List Bill was agreed to.—The order of the day on the 
Duchess of Kent’s Annuity Bill having been brought forward, Mr. Gout- 
BURN poioted out that all such provisions as were contained in this bill 
ought to be preceded by resolutions, whereas this bill had been preceded by 
a single resolution for an additional 8,000/. a-year, while the bill gave the 
Duchess 30,0001. a-year. The CHANCELLOR of the EXCHEQUER admitted 
that the course was not exactly accord ng to previous forms, and consented 
to adopt the suggestion of the right hon. gentleman ; he accordingly moved 
that the house should resolve itself into committee on the bill, in which he 
proposed a resolution declaring the expediency of making grants to the 
amount of 30,0001. to the Duchess of Kent during her natural life, which 
having been agreed to, and some other bills forwarded in their stages, the 
house adjourned. 

MONDAY. 

The CHANCELLOR of the ExcHEQUER moved the order of the day for the 
third reading of the Civil List Bill. Sir G. SINCLAIR moved, that instead 
thereof, the house proceed to the nomination of the pensions committee, 
which had been so often postponed, which was, after an extended discussion, 
agreed to.—The orders, particularly the Civil List Bill and the Duchess of 
Kent’s Annuity Bill, were deferred.—Colonel StptTHeRP gave notice that in 
the committee on the Duchess of Kent’s Annuity Bill, he should move that 
her annuity, now proposed to be 30,0001,, shall be reduced to 22,0001. a-year, 
and that upon her marriage, or upon her ceasing for twelve months to reside 
in this country, it be reduced one-half. 

TUESDAY. 

The Civil List Bill was passed, and forwarded to the Lords.—Lord Pat- 
MERSTON (in answer to Sir H. Hardinge) stated that he had been informed 
that in consequence of some differences between generals commending at San 
Sebastian, the infantry legion had surrendered their arms, and were no longer 
considered to be in the service of Spain. If such were the fact, no time 
would be lost in affording them the opportunity to return to this country.— 
Mr. MAc.ean stated that after the recess he would direct attention to the 
conduct adopted by the Russian government respecting the treaty of London, 
also to the proceedings of that power with regard to our trade on the coasts 
of Circassia and the Black Sea.—The consideration of election petitions oc- 


cupied the remainder of the evening.

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THURSDAY. ' 

‘ Mr. H. FLEETWOOD presented a petition from” Preston, \ dining of 
very great distress among the weavers:—Sir C. Spy_e gave notice that if 
the Poor Relief Bll (Ireland) were pressed now, he should move itst post- 
ponement until after the recess.—Mr. HuMg said that after the recess he 
would bring in a bill for the suspension of the pensions of the Duke of Cum- 
berland so long as he should continue King of Hanover.—Mr. FIrELpEN 
brought forward the consideration of the petition of the hand-loom weavers 
(presented on the 11th inst.), refusing to give way to Lord J. Russell, to re- 
sume the dropped order for the committee on the Duchess of Kent’s An- 
nuity Bill.—Mr. CouRTENAY moved for a list of the unions for which 
work-houses have been ordered by the poor law commissioners—Ordered.— 
The house went into committee on the Duchess of Kent's Annuity Bill. Col. 
SiprHorp proposed the reduction of the annuity to 22,000/. After some 
discussion the committee divided. The numbers were, ayes 19, noes 67. 
Original clause carried.—Col. S1sTHoRP gave notice that after the recess he 
should move the repeal of the act securing 30,000/. a-year to Prince Leopold. 
—On motion of Mr. HuME there was ordered an account of the expenses 
incurred for erecting public monuments in St. Paul’s and Westminster Abbey 
since 1750, with the names of the parties, and the fines paid for erecting 
them. FRIDAY. 

Lord GLENELG, in answer to Lord Brougham’s inquiry, stated that the 
government had not received any official information of the disastrous pro- 
ceedings represented in the public journals to have taken place in Lower 
Canada.—Lord Metsourne added, however, that, in consequence of the 
apprehensions entertaincd as to what had happened, or might occur, in that 
colony, it was the intention of government not to move so long an adjourn- 
ment as was originally intended, but would meet again on the 16th Jan. ; 
with respect to the state of Lower Canada, the Government would this day 
submit to Parliament as much information as could be imparted without pre- 
judice to the public service.—The Civil List Bill and the Houses of Parlia- 
ment Bill were read a third time and passed. 








BUTE SHIP CANAL. 


The following account of this great undertaking appeared in the New 

York Journal of Commerce, of the 11th November last. 
COMMERCIAL DOCK AT CARDIFF, IN WALES, AT THE MOUTH 
OF THE RIVER SEVERN. 

A communication between this river and the Thames, the Trent, the Mer- 
sey, the Avon, the Dee, and other rivers, is opened by a number of rivers and 
canals, particularly the navigation to the Great Salt Works, at Droitwich, 
in Worcestershire, where may be obtained any quantity of the most superior 
salt in England, and, considering the quality, it may be had at a little ad- 
vance in price on the Cheshire salt. 

It is conducive to the interest of every merchant and ship-owner to receive 
the following information :— 

The Marquis of Bute, the most public spirited nobleman in Great Britain, 
has, at his individual cost, nearly completed a very commodious and safe dock, 
at Cardiff, 2904 feet long, and 200 feet wide ; at the entrance into which there 
will be sixteen feet water, or more, at spring tides, with moderate charges 
for dock dues. 

Cardiff is situated between Bristol and Newport on one side, and Swansea 
and Milford on the other, and has a daily communication with the four 
places named. There isa canal, twenty-five miles long, from Cardiff to the 
great Iron Works at Merthyr Tydvil, on which canal there are wrought and 
cast and railway iron, chain cable, tin plate, and flannel manufactories, with 
a plentiful su; ply of excellent coal. At Bristol and Swansea may be ob- 
tained any quantity of earthenware and glass, glass bottles, brass, copper in 
bolts and sheets, paints, sugar of lead, and many other articles, such as fire- 
bricks, and best West of England cloths, &c. &c. 

At Cardiff, from its central situation and easy access, and by the expressed 
intention of the liberal-minded owner of the dock and land in the vicinity 
(the Marquis of Bute), great facilities will be awarded to every respectable 
manufacturer ; and from the plentiful supply of coal and water in the neigh- 
bourhood, it is presumed that Cardiff may (soon after the completion of the 
dock, which will be about fifteen months hence) rival many of the manufac- 
turing districts in the north of England. 








ANNUAL METEORIC SHOWER OF NOVEMBER. 
[From a New York Paper.] 

The fact of an occurrence of an extraordinary exhibition of meteors, or 
shooting stars, on the morning of the 13th of November, every year for 
six years past, afforded a sufficient reason, independently of every theo- 
retical consideration, for watching the heavens attentively on the night of 
the recent anniversary. The result has justified our anticipations ; and 
we are prepared to say that the annual meteoric shower of November has 
been repeated the present year. The scale, indeed, was vastly inferior to 
those of some other years, but still the phenom: non was marked by such 
distinctive peculiarities with respect to the number, origin, direction, and 
trains of the meteors, as to leave no doubt of its identity with them. 

In order that every part of the firmament might receive its due share of 
attention, the four quarters of the heavens were parcelled out amongst 
eight persons, two to each quarter, one to observe, and one to record. 

The early part of the evening of the 12th afforded some signals of pro- 
mise. A copious rain which fell on the previous night, attended by an 
easterly wind, had given place to a serene sky, with the wind at the west; 
from the setting sun diverged large colamns of a peculiar rose-coloured 
vapour ; and before six o’clock, an auroral pillar, of a crimson hue, pre- 
sented itself to the north-west ; but before seven o’clock every unusual 
appearance had vanished and left an unclouded sky. 

The full moon, however, shone with so strong a light as almost to hide 
the stars, permitting none to be seen below the third magnitude ; of course 
no meteors but those of unusual brightness could be visible. 

No shooting stars were observed until five minutes past one o’clock, 
when they began to appear at considerable intervals, emanating as usual 
from the head of Leo, which constellation was then ascending the eastern 
sky. The meteors gradually increased in number and brightness until 
daylight. Nearly all, as they darted forth, left visible traces of their paths. 
Some of these were brilliant, and all must have had a high degree of 
brightness to have overcome so strong a moonlight. Indeed, in such a 
state of the sky, it is rare on common evenings to see shooting stars at 
all. These traces were in most cases to be regarded not as trains arising 
from the deposit of luminous matter, but as mere lines of light, owing to 
the velocity of the meteors, which was so great that a continued impression 
was left on the eye, like that of a stick ignited at the end and whirled in 
the air. Trains remaining after the extinction of the meteors (which made 
a conspicuous figure in the meteoric shower of 1833) are rarely luminous 
enough to be visible in full moonlight. Only two were observed on the 
present occasion. 

The whole number connted during the night was 226. Of these, all but 
ten or twelve, either radiated from a point in the head of Leo, or moved 
in lines which, if continued, would have passed through that point. The 
position of the radius was at first near the Lion’s eye (at the star Mu Leo- 
nis), but afterwards moved southward and eastward a little, and soon after 
three o’clock became stationary, near Epsilon Leonis (right ascension 146 
deg., declination 24 deg. 30 min.), within half a degree of its position in 
1836. 

The maximum, or period of greatest frequency, has usually occurred 
about four o’clock ; but on the present occasion after three o’clock the 
numbers rapidly increased, and remained nearly uniform for the next three 
hours, averaging nearly one per minute. 

The various meteorological instruments were attentively inspected du- 
ring the night, but nothing remarkable was observed. The zodiacal light 
was, until lost in the light of the moon, very conspicuous in the morning 
sky. On the 8th, when last seen, just before the morning dawn, it pre- 
sented a broad pyramid, faintly luminous, having its vertex a little below 
Regulus. Up to the 29th of October‘ the last time when, on account of 
the moon, obsérvations on it could be made in the west after sunset, no 
trace of it could be seen. Will it in a few days withdraw itself from the 
east and rise rapidly in the evening sky towards the constellations Capri- 
cornus and Aquarius ? 

In noticing the shower which occurred on the 13th of November a year 
ago, in connexion with others which had occurred on the same night of 
the year for five years previous in succession, Professor O., of Yale Col- 
lege, stated the following as among the characteristics of the phenomena :— 
‘1, The number of meteors, though exceedingly variable, is much greater 
than usual, especially of the larger and brighter kinds. 

‘2, An uncommonly large proportion leave luminous trains. 

‘*3, The meteors, with few exceptions, all a to ed from a com- 
mon centre, the position of which has been in nearly the same point in the 
heavens—viz., in some _ of the constellation Leo. 

‘4, The principal exhibition has at all times, and at all places occurred 
between midnight and sunrise, and the maximum from three to four o’clock. 
‘* In all these particulars the meteoric showers of 1834, 1835, and 1°36, have 
resembled that of 1833: while no person, so far as 1 have heard, has observed 
the same com! of ces on any other occasion within the same

‘The field in which this curious piece of antiquity was discovered jg n 
the town of Mold, and known by the name of Cae Ellillon (the goblin’s field 
On:a portion of the field there existed an ancient tumulus, since dug y 
mend the roads in the immediate neighbourhood. Before we proceed jy 
description of the mode in which this beautiful breast-plate, or brigantis, 
was deposited, in the foundation of the mound, and the circumstances attend 
ing its discovery by Mr. John Langford, it may be as well to mention t 
traditions of the neigbourhood, and the effect the existence of these tu 
had on the superstition of the peasants. The field was always regarded wi 
considerable dread by the common pecple, and indeed by some whose statio, 
in life would suppose would lead them to form different conclusions—so myd 
so, that after dusk it was difficult to persuade many a stout heart to risk j 
locality. Of the many tales respecting the apparitions seen on this tumuly 
some of which are collected by the Rev. Mr Clough, the Vicar of Mold, y 
will name one, as forming the prineiple ground-work of the whole, and whic 
will lead to the conclusions of some learned writers as to the origin of th 
dreaded mausoleum. Generally, in the superstitions of the Welsh, the winte 
(and especially particular periods of that cold and gloomy season) was jy 
variably selected as the chosen time for the appearance of supernatural being: 
such as Allhallows, Christmas, and New Year’s days; but in the case of t! 
Mold goblin, his position in guarding the approaches to his enormous toy 
appears to have been pretty regular throughout the year. The most minut 
description of this dreaded being was given by Anne Edwards, who used 
affirm, with the most persevering earnestness, that she had frequently see 
the apparition of a tall figure, clothed in what appeared to be shining armoy 
covered over with brilliants ; that his position was generally on the top of thi 
‘tommen’ (tumulus), evidently menacing the approach of any human forg 
within the sacred precincts of his abode. Often, when dispatched to the fie) 
in search of her masters cows, has she been scared by the sudden appearance 
of the golden spectre : and such was the effect upon a poor dress-maker of th 
neighbourhood, who happened to witness a similar visitation, that her ‘reaso 
fled,’ and she now roams a poor and decrepid maniac throughout the count 
filling whole neighbourhoods with her tales of the horrid ‘tommen fiend, 
In all those tales there is striking similarity in the description given by eac 
unlucky visitant to the field, as to the appearance of the shining armour wo 
by the giant ghost, and which certainly tallies pretty correctly with the effec 
a magnificent corslet similar to the one found in the tumulus would hay 

iven. 

a Unfortunately when Mr. Langford ordered this curious old mound to b 
opened, sufficient precautions were not taken to preserve entire any substan 

that might be found at the foundation. Several of the accompaniments 

the reliques discovered there were consequently lost, and it is feared article 
of considerable interest and value either stolen or destroyed. 

‘* On the approach of the workmen to the centre of the mound they dug down 
wards, and soon came upon a skeleton of enormous size. The skull wi 
of the most gigantic proportios, and the thigh bones those of a man of grea 
stature. On exposure to the atmosphere the bones immediately crumbled 
into dust, so that nothing now remains of the contents of the grave but thé 
splendid ornament which forms the subject of this paper. Lying on the posi 
tion occupied by the clavicle of the chest, was found a bright corslet, studded 
over with two or three hundred beautiful amber beads, and crossed with 4 
kind of fillagree work of fine gold, giving somewhat the appearance of the 
angles found on the old Saxon arch. The whole is based on pure gold, and 
was probably lined with leather, or some other soft substance. The bead 
preserve their freshness in colour and transparency, and the whole gives the 
appearance of a regal vest of great value and splendour.’’ 

Dr. Owen Pugh’s explanation of the origin and history of this celebrated 

hero of the golden corslet is as follows :—‘‘ I find a great discovery has been 
made in your neighbourhood, enough, I am told, to make the Saxons _wond 
that the men their authors have occasionally been deemed little better than sa- 
vages, were in the habit of wearing garments of workmanship*equal in luxswy 
and extravagance to those of even our modern courts. The one left by the weare 
in his carnedd, would, it is probable, taking into conside:ation the alteration 
of the value of money, have been worth something like 2000/. It is probable 
and in this conjecture my son (Aneurin) joins me, that this being must have 
existed since the Romans left our country, otherwise it is likely that the body 
would have been burnt, and deposited iu a similar manner to the Urn we have 
recently discovered with the ashes of Bronwen Verch Llyr (Bronwen the 
daughter of Lear), who was the aunt of Caractacus,t and if he had lived 
about the year 600, or after, he would have been deposited in one of ou 
churches. Under these circumstances, we cannot be far away in attributing 
the period of the existence of this extraordinary being to the year 500. But 
then, who could he be? Who was the high personage that at his funeral his 
retainers should throw such a mass of earth and stones upon his grave, aud 
for whose memory there should be such a remarkable tribute of respect? No 
other, we believe, than Benlli Gawr (Benlli the giant) himself, who had his 
friends about him at his DIN, on the summit called after him Morr BENLLU, 
and in sight of his residence called Wydd-greig, now called Mold, as well 
as in view of Dyffyn Clwyd on the other side. The grave of this powerful 
man’s son, Beli, is about eight miles off, for the Englynion Milwr (Warriors 
Triplets) say that Belli lies in Llanarmon yr Il.” 
In closing this brief sketch I have only to mention the further remark 0 
Angharad Liwyd, who states that St. Garmon (called St. Germain in Gaul) 
to whom the church at Llanarmon is dedicated, is said by Nennius to have 
called fire from heaven to destroy Benlli and the city of Mold, because he 
would not receive his doctrine. 

I was in some doubt as to the existence of the amber in the shape, and at 
the period mentioned by the eminent writer above named, but Mr. Price, of 
Crickhowel, whose judgment and exquisite acuteness in all matters relating 
to the antiquities of Wales is so well known and appreciated, set me right 
a quotation from the Gododin :—‘‘ Gwefrawr (amber) Godrwyawr torcha¥t 
amran.”’

PROCEEDINGS OF SCIENTIFIC MEETINGS. 
—>— 
MANTELLIAN INSTITUTION. 

The second anniversary meeting of this society was held on Monday, at 
te Town Hall, Brighton, and was numerously attended, especially by la- 
tes; and among the company were the Earl of Munster, Davies Gilbert, 
fy., Rev. J. S. M. Anderson, T. Attree, Esq., J. King, Esq., Captain 
leaviside, and many others of our resident gentry. 

D. Gitpert, Esq. having been called to the chair, said there would 
le been an anniversary dinner the same as last year, but it was thought 
ay public festivity would be indecorous so immediately after the loss of 
eir munificent patron, the Earl of Egremont. 

Dr. MANTELL then addressed the meeting at some length, expressing 
tedeep regret he felt at the irreparable loss he had sustained by the 
tath of his noble friend, the late Lord Egremont ; but who, it was some 
mtification to know, would long live in the hearts of those who survived 
tim, The task had been assigned to him that day of making a report on 
the state of their institution and of scientific inquiry in Brighton; but he 
Nshed his statement might be taken rather as the results of his own 
tperience than as a report made by the managing members of the society 
temselves. He might be too sanguine, and others too despairing ; per- 
hips the truth lay between them. He would state that his acquaintance 
with their late noble president arose simply from the interest Lord Egre- 
tont took in the scientific inquiries which he (Dr. Mantell) had been 
pursuing ; and that when his collection acquired a European and also an 
merican reputation, the noble earl felt anxious it should be removed to 
tsphere where it could be far more useful than when confined to a small 
‘ountry town. This was his inducement in coming to Brighton, where 
lord Egremont granted him permission to make what use he pleased of 

tame. And here he would avow himself the author of a series of 
ticles published in a local paper under the head ‘“ Art and Science, ’’ 
Yhich led to the formation of this institution. At the time he arrived in 
brighton there was a Literary Institution, and Library Society, in St. 
James’s-street (still in a prosperous state), and there had been a Mecha- 
lice! Institution, which, however, had failed ; but with the exception of 
the institution in St. James’s-street, and the occasional lectures given by 
's members, there was no public scientific institution in the town. They 
lew that his museum, upon his bringing it here, was thrown open to 
hublic view upon application to himself ; but Lord Egremont was desirous 
of extending the taste for scientific inquiries, and therefore laid the founda- 
ton of this public institution, and among those most active associated 
With himself in carrying out the noble lord’s views were Dr. Hall, Mr. 
Roper, Sir. R. Hunter, Mr. H. Smith, and Mr. Ricardo. The plan was 

tofan experimental trial for three years, that time was not yet expired ; 
tut in consequence of his, Dr. Mantell’s, intended removal from Brighton, 
twas intended to place the institution on a firmer basis and. to secure to 
town the possession of his museum, which it was indeed his ambition 
leave within his native country where it was collected, and where the 
‘ence of geology could be more favourably cultivated than in any other. 

‘his opinion the society had succeeded to a greater extent than could 
lave been expected, for though minus 100/. they had a museum, a library 
considerable value, and an: institution formed.

extensive range of inquiry. _ But no one science could be studied without 
the student at the same time acquiring a collateral knowledge. After pay- 
ing a high compliment to the talents and usefulness of Mr. Richardson, 
the curator, who had himself become a man of science, and was on the 
point of publishing a translation of a celebrated work, in a very difficult 
language on geology, and who would be found, after his (Dr. Mantell’s) 
departure an excellent interpreter of the language of fossil remains, the 
speaker concluded by taking his farewell of the society, and by thanking 
the company for the attention with which they had listened to his address. 

On the motion of Lord Munster, a vote of thanks was then given to 
the chairman, and the meeting broke up.

CANADA COMPANY. 

A general meeting of the proprietors was held at the offices, in St. 
Helen’s-place, on Friday, the 22d-inst, 

G. Franks, Esq. (deputy-governor), in the chair. 

The advertisement convening the meeting having been read, and the 
vacant office of auditor having been filled up, the CHarrMan proceeded 
to give a sketch of the affairs ofthe company. He alluded to the decrease 
in the sale of land in one district, which was to be ascribed to the pecu- 
niary difficulties which had been experienced throughout Canada, the whole 
of the banks there, having in a greater or less degree, felt the shock occa- 
sioned by the stoppage of specie payment on the part of the North American 
Banks. The provinces in Upper Canada had, however, comparatively 
been but lightly affected ; the commercial interests established there nad 
maintained their position steadily ; they had, however, reduced their cir- 
culation to two-thirds of what it originally was—these circumstances, he 
thought, fully accounted for a diminution in the sale of land. 

A statement of the accounts was submitted, on which the CHAIRMAN 
afforded explanations, from which it appeared, that the sum of 20,000/. 
is paid to government annually, until the year 1842, which, together with 
the sum of 20,000/. to be laid out in improvements, constituting the sole 
liabilities of the company ; it also appeared, that several heavy expenses, 
which of necessity had been incurred, would not be again required ; the 
annual average deficiency on this account, for the last three years, amounted 
to about 21,0002. The capital paid up was 230,000/., and the directors 
confidently calculated the value of the property possessed by the company 
now represented a capital of 640,000. The land which had been pur- 
chased at 2s. 10d. an acre, was now selling at 10s., of which the company 
possessed 900,000 acres. The chairman in conclusion observed, that the 
general state of the affairs of the company presented so flattering an aspect, 
that the directors should, in accordance with the notice in theadvertisement, 
declare a dividend at the rate of 6 percent. A resolution to that effect having 
been moved, some conversation arose on the subject of the value of the 
land, which one or two of the shareholders considered ought not to be 
valued so highly as the chairman had done in the estimate submitted by 
him, but which the chairman, in reply, considered was correct ; he would 
not, however, undertake that such price would continue to be given, at the 
same time, that he saw no reason to anticipate any falling off. The 
meeting seemed well satisfied with the prospects presented and having 
passed the resolution for making the dividend, and a vote of thanks to the 
chairman and directors, the meeting adjourned. 


COLOMBIAN MINING ASSOCIATION. 

The following report of the directors was read at a meeting of the com- 

pany, on Thursday week, and briefly noticed in our last :— 
REPORT. 

‘In their report, presented at the general meeting of the proprietors, held 
in June last, the direetors stated that considerable disappointment had been 
experienced in the Supia district, in consequence of the greatly diminished 
value of the ore produced there ; and they are sorry to have to state that since 
that period no improvement has taken place there. It will be seen by the 
reduction works’ table, that for seven months of the present year, the returns 
do not average more than 31 Ibs. fine gold per month, being 35 1bs. per month 
less thanin 1835, and 24 Ibs. less than 1836. It further appears by the mine 
table, that the fathom of ground expended in 1835, yielded about 53} tons per 
fathom ; in 1836, 5 ditto; and in 1837 (for seven months), 4} ditto; and 
the ore treated in those years yielded per ton as follows :—1835, 17 dwts. ; 
1836, 12 ditto; 1837 (seven months), 9? ditto. Thus, it appears that the 
fathom of ground expended in 1837, has not only yielded a smaller quantity 
of ore per fathom, but that the ore itself has not produced so many dwts. pir 
ton as in the years 1835 and 1836; arising from the circumstance that the 
lode bas fallen off in produce, as it has extended into the mountain, and con- 
sequently a greater quantity of attle is mixed up with the clear pyrites. 
From the first appearance of this great decline in the produce of th<se mines, 
the attention of the directors and of the agents abroad has been directed to 
reducing the cost ; with what effect will be best seen by the following state- 
ment :—In the year 1835, the total monthly cost of these mines averaged 
413,300; in 1836, 413,000; in the three months, ending in July of the 
present year, 87394. But the effect of these reductions has necessarily been 
to suspend nearly all works on discovery.”’ 

The following is an abstract of Mr. Degenhardt’s report :— 

‘‘ The falling off of mineral produce has been in consequence of the general 
decrease in width of the main Cruzada lode, the only vein effectually worked 
the last six years. At the extent of 180 fathoms west into hill, although the 
vein continues its proper course and underlay, it is in most of the stations 
exhausted of ore. Estimates that there may be raised 650 tons of ore per 
month to end of 1838, viz: Candado, 6450 tons; Cruzada, 4600 ditto; 
Patacon, 1450 ditto—total, 12,500 tons ; but cannot state the exact cost or 
monthly produce. Recommends to continue to drive the deep Cruzada adit 
twenty-five fathoms into hill, now-extended 102 fathoms, and if the lode be 
found productive, 1700 square fathoms stopes may be laid open in the direc- 
tion and continuation of the famous bunch which was so productive in 1834, 
1835, and 1836, and produce not less than 7000 tons of ore if the bunch con- 
tinnes. Should the bunch continue still deeper, cighty fathoms of backs 
below the Escolastica may be laid upen in height upon the whole extent of 
its course. Recommends stations to be worked to lay open the Patacon lode 
which, and the Cruzada,. have not been satisfactorily proved in depth. 
Expects the Patacon and Cruzada will yield in depth to Cruzada deep adit— 
Cruzada, 7000 tons ; Patacon, 6000 ditto, in addition to the 12,500 tons, but 
not available till the end of 1838. Cannot estimate produce at greater depth. 
Names thirteen stations, which he recommends to be severally prosecuted, to 
obtain the 25,000 tons of ore previously spoken of. Of these, No. 12 and 13 
are strongly recommended to be vigorously prosecuted. Besides these, there 
are other objects pointed out to be prosecuted for making discoveries of ore. 
Is not aware that further reduction can be made in the cost. Recommends 
a trial in the Candelarin mine, in company’s boundary—thinks expense would 
not exceed $2000. If found productive, trials may then be made on Boca 
del Monte, El Credo. The Quiebralomo mines thinks could be satisfactorily 
examined for 410,000—are the property of the company, and no trial worthy 
of notice has been made. From the favourable position, possess great ad- 
vantages over those of Marmato, and certainly should no longer be neglected. 
Is of opinion that ores may be obtained by establishing tribute work, and 
that ore may also be purchased from mine owners. Is of opinion, that by 
extending the works to other objects, the returns may be increased to seventy 
to seventy-five pounds fine gold per month, for five or six years to come, at a 
small additional expense. Thinks advantages will be gained by purchasing 
gold dust for parting office, and that mine owners, shopkeepers, and others, 
will resort to it and makc it a profitable business.’’ 

A statement of the company’s finances was then read by the CuarrMan, 
and he stated that the directors had taken advantage of Mr. Degenhardt’s 
arrival in London to convene the present meeting, that the proprietors 
might be made acquainted with the present. state of the company’s affairs 
generally, and that Mr. Degenhardt might give any explanations on the 
state and prospects of the Supia district which the proprietors might 
require. 

As regarded the Pamplona district, he (the chairman) stated, that a 
parcel of about sixteen tons of ore raised from the Santa Catalina mine 
had been dispatched from the mines to the coast ; that a small portion of 
it, about two and a half tons, had -reaehed-the coast and been shipped on 
board the William IV., for Liverpool, and as she was to sail about 10th 
October, her arrival may be daily expected. The remainder of this parcel, 
it was expected, would be shipped by the Guardian, for Liverpool, which 
vessel may be ex to arrive early in the ensuing: month. 

The superintendent estimated that the value of the returns to the end 
of the present year would amount to about £62,000, at a cost of about 
28,000. 

It ‘appearing to .the’ directors’ andthe. proprietors. generally, that 
it would be very desirable to ascertain the. actual value of the ore from the 
Pamplona district—a corsideration of the. greatest importance as regards 
the actual position of the company—the meeting was adjourned to Thurs- 








day, the 26th January, by which time it was expected that the whole of 
the first parcel of ore would be arrived in England, and the question as to 
its value and facility of reduction here settled. It was also expected that 
a further knowledge would be gained as to how far the Supia establish- 
ment would be able to sustain itself out of its own resources.

Pamptona District.—La Baja, Aug. 26.—Ezxport of Ores.—The com- 
missioner having arrived, we have packed 141 cargas, selected Santa Ca- 
talina ores.

Mine Officer’s Report for August. 

Santa Catalina.— Wills’ End.—The lode has been very poor for some time 
past, but it is now somewhat improved, having had blende vugs in it for the 
last two or three fect in driving ; the branches of blende, taken together, are 
from three to four inches wide. 

Backs.—The lode now in the upper part of the rise is got very small, not 
more than two or three inches wide. In the other parts it is much the same 
as for some time past. On the 7th ult. we put four men more here to stope 
on rag backs, towards the end—none of those bargains have been measured 
as yet. 

Eighteen Fathom Level.—Two fathoms four feet were driven here during 
the month of July, and one fathom four feet in August. We have got a very 
hard and wet bar of ground in the end at present. There was twenty-two 
fathoms four feet to drive on the Ist July. Three English and three native 
miners are still continued here. 

Thirty Fathom Level.—Four fathoms four feet have been driven since last 
reported, down to August 26—no improvement as yet on the lode—let five fae 
thoms, at 820 per fathom. 

East Cross-cut.—Eight fathoms 5 ft. 8in. have been driven here since 1st of 
July, and meeting with nothing worth our notice in this place, I have dis- 
continued it ; and the two men who have been working here have been put 
to clear the mine of Las Animas. The other two were taken away before, to 
go in the backs behind Wills’ end. 

West Cross-cut.—We have here driven altogeth2r about seven fathoms, on 
what may be called the north branch of the lode or jodes we have had here. 
This is small and poor at present, but the ground is fair, and seems to be 
going towards Wills’ end. We have let another bargain in it, of five fathoms, 
at 814 per fathom. 

Las Animas.—I put two men here to-day to clear this mine, which I expect 
will be effected in a week or ten days, when we shall break a sufficient quan- 
tity of lode to ascertain if it be worth following.

The Governor acquainted the court that that was a quarterly general 
court, held in pursuance of the charter, and, there being no business be- 
fore it, he moved that it be adjourned. 

Mr. Bacon said, before the question of adjournment was put, he 
wished to make a few remarks in consequence of the reports which had 
been current in the city, as well as the statements in the newspapers, 
which had led to a very serious depression in the value of Bank Stock. 
He wished to ask if the directors had anything to communicate relative 
to the rumoured intention on their part of reducing the interest upon 
Bank Stock ? He should not have asked the question but that there 
would not be an opportunity of obtaining any information upon the subject 
until the period when the proprietors would again meet to declare a divi- 
dend. The reports he had alluded to had had a serious effect upon the va- 
lue of Bank Stock ; and, in requesting a reply, he hoped he should not be 
asking improperly for information. 

The Governor said he need only observe, in reply to the questions 
put to him, that not being in the confidence of editors of newspapers 
he had nothing to communicate on the subject of the reports and state. 
ments alluded to by the hon. proprietor, 

Mr. Bacon thanked the governor for the reply which had been given 
and which he considered satisfactory. ; 

The minutes of the court were read, and the meeting, on the question 
adjourned. : 

GLOUCESTER AND BERKELEY CANAL COMPANY. 

A special general meeting of the proprietors of this company was held 
at their office in Gloucester, on Wednesday, 13th inst., for the purpose of 
taking into consideration the subject of the improvement of the river 
Severn navigation above Gloucester. ;

The CHarrMan explained to the meeting the reason of its being called 
together, and stated that deputations and engineers from two companies 
each of which proposed the improvement of the navigation, but upon dif. 
ferent plans, were in attendance for the purpose of giving information to 
the meeting; but before calling either into the room, he proposed that 
the report of the canal company’s own engineer, Mr. Clegram, drawn up 
on inspection of the various plans, should be read, which having been 
done, the deputation from the Worcester Severn Navigation Company 
were requested to enter. The deputation consisted of Mr. J. W. Lea, Mr. 
Gutch, Mr. Bedford, Mr. Tymbs, and Mr. Leader Williams. The last 
named gentlemen appeared as the representative of Messrs. Cubitt and 
Rhodes, the principal engineers of the undertaking, who were prevented 
from giving their attendance. The deputation from the Severn Improve- 
ment Company consisted of Mr. Chaplin, (of the firm of Messrs. Spurrier, 
Chaplin, and Spurrier, the solicitors of the company), Mr. Giles, the en- 
gineer, and two other gentlemen. The deputations, in reply to questions 
from the chairman, explained the nature of the improvements contem- 
plated by the two companies, but the proceedings of the meeting led to no 
definite result, the following resolution having been adopted at the close of 
the proceedings ;— 

“‘ That the engineers and other parties interested in the intended applicae 
tion to Parliament for two bills, the one to improve the navigation of the 
river Severn, from Gloucester to Worcester; and the other to improve the 
navigation from Gloucester to Stourport,—having attended this meeting, and 
given some explanations of their schemes; but neither party being able at 
present to give definite answers to some important questicns put to them, 
this meeting cannot express either assent or dissent, until they have 
received such further information from both parties; and they therefore 
defer the consideration of both schemes to the next adjournment of this 
meeting.”’

LONDON, DECEMBER 23, 1837.

In our Journal of last week we inserted the proceedings at a late 


Court of Aldermen, in which attention was directed to certain exten- 
sive abuses alleged to exist in the coal trade of the port of London, 
and although unable at the time, from the press of other matter, 
to offer any comments, we consider the subject of too much im- 
portance to be passed over entirely without remark. 

On the occasion to which we allude, a memorial was presented 

to the Court from Mr. THomas BrapFIeELpD (who, it appears? 
holds the office of a coal inspector), pointing out certain abuses, 
which, if correctly described in this document (and on this point 
we do not pretend to determine), are certainly well deserving of 
public attention. The principal grievances complained of by the 
memorialist, are the long detention of vessels in the river, occa- 
sioned by the present regulations, and the consequently crowded 
state of the Pool—from which it is well known that frequent acci- 
dents and much inconvenience arise. On the former subject, we 
extract the following extraordinary statement from the memorial 
alluded to:—‘ The cargoes of many ships being sold, and the 
ships waiting to be delivered, are compelled to remain loaded for 
want of a sufficient number of persons being appointed as weighers, 
and at this time nearly 500 collier ships are waiting in the river for 
the market, under the present disgraceful regulations in that mar- 
ket by the factors and buyers.” ‘This state of things, if correctly 
represented, is certainly deserving of immediate attention from the 
civic authorities, who are, it appears, empowered to make all the 
bye-laws which are necessary for the due regulation of the trade, 
and can, therefore, at once remove the evil complained of, by the 
appointment of additional officers to perform any duties which may 
now be inadequately performed. 

In another place, the memorialist observes, that “ at present the 
ship owners are able to pay the crews in idleness, while the ships 
obstruct the navigation of the river in the most important parts, 
by thus keeping the coals out of the market, and enhancing the 
price to a large number of people who are ill able to pay it.” On 
the double injury thus stated to be sustained by the public, any 
observations would be almost superfluous ; and should such abuses 
exist, we apprehend the conservancy of the river, no less than the 
benefit of the inhabitants of London, imposes on the Corporation 
the imperative duty of making such regulations as the circum- 
stances of the case may require. 

The memorial to which we have referred, is, of course, an ex 
parte statement only; and to a document of this nature we would 
by no means attach an undue degree of importance, more espe- 
cially as some of the allegations contained in it were verbally con- 
tradicted by a member of the Court. Should it, however, even be 
found, on examination, that the facts of the case have been too 
highly coloured, we can hardly believe but what some foundation 
exists for the complaints which have been made, and are, there- 
fore, pleased to find that, on the motion of Mr. Alderman Harmer, 
the subject has been referred to a committee for examination. 

The question being thus brought before a competent tribunal, 
by which full justice will doubtless be done to the public, we do 
not feel called upon to offer any lengthened comments, although, 
as a matter in which every person residing in the Metropolis must 
feel an interest, we have thought it proper thus briefly to lay the 
principal points before the notice of our readers. The irregular 
geographical distribution of our coal deposits, necessarily obliges 
the inhabitants of more than one-half of the entire kingdom to pay 





transactions, abuses have from time to time crept in; and, from 
a curious old pamphlet which we have seen on the subject, these 
abuses appear to have been much more flagrant a couple of hun- 
dred years ago, than has ever been the case within our own re- 
collection, or than, in fact, could possibly happen under the severe 
competition which exists at the present day. 

In addition to these abuses on the part of the vendors, which 
long formed a heavy item in the expense of coal in the Metropolis, 
the Government duty, and the Municipal dues claimed by the Cor- 
poration of London, had, for a long period, the effect of further 
enhancing the price in a very serious degree. The latter of these 
charges still remains, and although very objectionable in point of 
principle, the amount (1s. 1d. per ton) is not sufficient to form a 
very important item, or one which seriously affects the price of 
fuel. The commutation of the tax, long known as the “ Rich- 
mond shilling,” and the entire abolition of the Government duty 
of 6s. per chaldron, have been the means of affording immense be- 
nefit to the inhabitants of London and its vicinity, and more espe- 
cially to the poorer classes—nor can we speak too highly of mea- 
sures so Jiberal and judicious. Individual monopoly still, how- 
ever, requires to be guarded against, for while this is permitted to 
exist, the boon we have received from the Legislature is thrown 
away, and its benefits, great as they ought to be, are neutralised. 
When the report of the committee shall have been made, we in- 
tend to return to the subject at greater length; the present brief 
observations will, in the mean time, direct attention to it, and show 
the occasional necessity of such inquiries, even although the allega- 
tions upon which they are founded, may not in all cases be free 
from exaggeration ; and we have certainly, in the present case, 
some difficulty in giving implicit credit to statements so extraordi- 
nary as those which we have quoted. 








The increasing confidence which has latterly been manifested by 
the commercial world, and the consequent return of capital to its 
ordinary channels, has for some time past had a very marked ef- 
fect on the value of Railway property, which has in some degree 
recovered from the extreme depreciation which followed upon the 
depressed and stagnant state of business during the early part of 
the year. During the late commercial crisis, the revolution which 
took place in property of this description was complete and over- 
whelming, and the soundest and best conducted undertakings 
were too often confounded indiscriminately with the fraudulent 
and absurd schemes which had sprung up during the mania which 
prevailed a couple of years ago. 

We are pleased to observe that, in the business which has lately 
been done in Railway Shares, some attention appears to have been 
paid to the intrinsic merit of the concerns most in demand; and at 
a time when speculation is in some measure beginning to revive, 
we cannot too strongly recommend to the capitalist to base all his 
operations upon those undertakings which can prove an undoubted 
title to public support, and more especially those which, from the 
forward state of the works, promise to make the earliest returns 
for the capital expended. 

Should speculation be based on this principle, the soundness of 
which is indisputable,; the great experiment of Railways consi- 
dered as investments will be speedily made, and a most invaluable 
guide be obtained in the further prosecution of this new system of 
corrmunication—the practical application of which has already ab- 
sorbed, and appears likely hereafter still to require so large an 
amount of capital. By this means greater value and stability will 
be given to Railway property generally, and the tremendous fluc- 
tuations to which it has hitherto been exposed, may be in great 
measure avoided, nor will the benefit derived by further experience, 
both in the formation of future estimates, and the construction 
and arrangement of the works, be by any means inconsiderable. 


In the prosecution and completion of the Railways now in pro- 
gress, we believe there will be found ample employment for all the 
capital which can at the present time be advantageously invested 
in those undertakings ; and in the due investigation of the compara- 
tive merits of these lines, yiewed both with reference to the market 
value of the shares, to the sum still required, the probable period 
of completion, and the intrinsic value of the concerns, the cautious 
capitalist will now find both an interesting and profitable occupa- 
tion—far more so, we believe, than in watching the unintelligible 
and unfounded fluctuations of foreign bonds, the entire value of 
which, is very possibly a mere nonentity. 

The prices of Railway Shares have not been so well maintained 
within the last few days as for some time previously—a decline 
probably owing rather to the temporary demand for money which 
always prevails about the present time than to to any other reason ; 
and although we notice the circumstance, we do not therefore at- 
tach any great importance to it. The judicious employment of 
capital in improving our means of internal communication, has 
ever proved a beneficial investment to all parties, and our expe- 
rience in Railways, so far as it has gone, appears to warrant san- 
guine expectations of equally successful results, should not fraud, 
unreasonable speculation, or other extraneous causes operate to 
defeat them.

IMPORTATION OF COALS INTO FRANCE. 
THE EFFECTS OF THE LATE REDUCTION OF THE DUTY UPON ENGLISH 
COALS ENTERING THE PORTS OF FRANCE. 

As the recent determination of the French Government to very mate- 
rially reduce the duties upon English coals entering the ports of France 
will naturally increase the present extraordinary demand for that article 
throughout those departments extending along the line of the coast, the 
following particulars may interest our commercial readers :— 

Previously to the late reduction the duties upon English coals, per 100 
kilogrammes, were as follows :— 


From the frontiers of Spain to the Sables d’Olonne...... 30°cent. 
From the Sables d’Olonne to St. Malo................ 60 ditto. 
From St. Malo to the frontiers of Belgium ............ 1 fr. 


By the new ordinance of the French Government the duty upon English 
coals entering the ports of France throughout the whole line of coast ex- 
tending from the Sables d’Olonne, in the department of La Vendée, to 
Dunkirk, is reduced to fifty centimes per 100 kilogrammes ; but, unless 
the octroi be reduced, that import, according to the present tariff, will 
amount to a sum nearly equal to the duties upon importation, It should 
likewise be observed, that upon all goods which pay a duty upon entering 
France, an additional charge of 10 per cent. upon the amount of duty is 
levied by the Customs throughout the kingdom. 

It will be seen by the following calculations the exact amount of duties 
which are now to be paid per ton upon coals which are sent from 
England to those parts of France which are included in the late or-

The expense of the freight of coals per ton from Sunderland or New- 
castle, to any of the northern ports of France, may fairly be calculated at 
13s. 6d., which includes the 2s. 3d. for port charges and pilotage. 

The price charged to consumers by the merchants in France for what 
are called the best Englsh coal is now from 45f. to 50f. per 1000 kilo- 
grammes or one ton. 

The following, which were the prices for Lambton’s Wall’s-end coals 
at Sunderland (delivered on shipboard), per Newcastle chaldron of 53 cwt. 
on the 11th of November, will show to the English merchants, and to the 
proprietors of colliers, the profits to be realised by the extensive trade 
which is now opened to them in France, where the consumption of English 
coal is not only daily increasing, but where the supply is far from being 
equal to the demand :—

Guanaxuato Sept. 22.—Mine of Rayas.—The prosperity of this mine has 
unfortunately received a check since my last letters, arising principally from 
a diminution of both quantity and quality in the ores extracted, and sold on 
joint account with buscones, as also by the interference of several holidays 
during the same period. The actual value (weekly) of the sales of such ores 
is not more than the half of what it reached six weeks since ; and the amount 
which they have produced in that interval, say six in number, is 430,487, 
giving a weekly average of $5081, and yielding a return equal to one-half of 
the memoria or expenses of the mine. 

The produce from the workings of San Cayetano has diminished also, 
owing to its dirty condition, requiring additional picking and cleaning prepa- 
ratory tofbeing sent to the haciendas for reduction ; on the other hand, the ore 
extracting from the most advanced point of the workings to the south-east is 
of a better quality, and certainly more promising. The Purisima workings 
have generally maintained their produce and quality, but we have been pre- 
cluded operations in three of them, in consequence of a flow of water from 
other points of Rayas, and of the adjoining mine of Mellado, respecting 
which I am actually in negociation with the owners of the latter, before com~- 
mencing the drainage. As this body of water is comparatively small, | hope 
to have the inundated workings quite free of it again in a few days. The 
produce of picked ore from San Cayetano and Purisima, during the last six 
weeks, has averaged 885 cargas weekly ; and the profit arising therefrom 
(after deducting all expenses), together with the returns from the sales 
on joint account with buscones, is estimated at 82500 to $3000 per week. 

On the side of San Miguel the prospects are improving gradually, and we 
are actually raising a small quantity of produce, which in point of quality, 
considering the large poriton of gold, is the richest ore actually being given 
by Rayas. The old ruins and rubbish invariably met with in this quarter, 
necessarily delay and cramp our operations, but we are proceeding with all 
susceptible expedition, and with very fair prospects of a corresponding 
return.

Report on the state of the workings of the Mine of Rayas. 

Sept.21.—In three of the six weeks that have elapsed since the last report 
there were only five work days. 

La Purisima.—Santa Victoria.—The pit of this name has been suspended 
for the last fortnight, owing to the water of San Hermion having taken pos- 
session of it. The produce from this working was rather important, and a 
manifest improvement in its quality took place some days previous toits sus- 
pension. In the pit and last front of San Porfirio little variation has been 
observed beyond a slight improvement in the threads of ore against the upper 
part of the former. The upper front of San Porfirio, to the north-east of the 
pillar, mentioned in the last report, has been very productive, and still con- 
tinues so, containing various bands of common ore, amongst which rich 
threads present themselves, and a pit (Santa Lucia) has been opened on the 
best point. The front (el pilar) to the south-west of the pillar contains a 
small quantity of ore. In the pit of San Rafael a fine body of ore is found 
running down from the south-east side to the centre of the working; the 
north-west side is rather poor. The front of San Rafael being immediately 
above that of San Porfirio, a pit is being worked which advances on part of 
the body of ores met with in the latter, and with which it will soon be com- 
municated. The front of Santiago has fa!len into borrasca, and is suspended 
for the present. The produce from the pit of Santa Irene is rather variable 
again, the front to the east having fallen into borrasca has been suspended, 
and that to the west sometimes produces fine classes of ore, and at others (as 
at present) scarcely contains anything. 

San Hermion.—In following up the ore against the lower part of this 
working a communication has been made with the old Pozo de Dolores, con- 
siderably below the level of the body of water at present existing in 
Millado and La Purisima. The water has been gradually rising, and has 
now nearly reached the level of the general body, and consequently the pits 
of Santa Rita, San Matias, and Santa Victoria are lost for the present, a 
communication between the front of Santa Rita and the pit of Santa Vic- 
toria having been made some days previous to the water being met with. 
Measures have becn taken to keep the water out (if possible) of the other 
workings of Santa Victoria, by raising stone and mortar walls, with an in- 
termediate bed of clay, in the points of communication.

Morro das Almas, Oct. 9.—I have been considerabiy concerned respecting 
the small returns of our produce, so greatly below my original expectations, 
but considering that the great difficulties at the first commencement in clear- 
ing the mine, and the necessary preparatory works, occasioned by the opera- 
tions carried on prior to our arrival hcre, with our small working force, must 
unavoidably have occupied considerable time, of which no estimation could 
possibly have been conceived previously ; and considering further, that when 
the mine was cleared, and in working condition, we had to contend with very 
inadequate means of stamping power, not only from the dry season having 
set in, but from the state of the wheels, for which the water power has been 
inadequate, from their having been at rest for several months during the pre- 
vious dry season, and being almost rendered unserviceable, so that we could 
only use them in some degree by constantly patching them up. I am now 
looking most anxiously forward for the completion of the new stamps, and 
likewise for the increase cf water power during the rainy season, when we 
shall be able to reduce all the ore extracted, and carry on our bottom stopes 
in the mine. Our water power for the old stamps is still small, although we 
had oceasiona!ly some showers ; the stamps are moving slow—cleven heads 
in number. Sinking in the mine is going on without interruption ; the new 
piston of the pumps is working well, and weoccupy only half of our present 
small water power at the engine, which serves to keep the mine dry. The 
works eontinue regularly, but I am quite impatient to see the approaching 
season set in for increasing our water power, and to complete the erection of 
the new stamps, when I may look forward to increase our produce. The 
sinkingin the mine is continued uninterruptedly; so is the driving of the 
new landing level and east cross-cut. Received the board’s dispatches of 
the 3d August. I regret to perceive that the additional force of men had not 
then arrived in London. I should be extremely glad to see these men here 
as soon as possible, since we are very short of hands ; we have, therefore, no 
other remedy to carry on our works than by taking more time—soliciting the 
patience of the proprietors unti! we have in motion our new set of stamps. 
We are busy in putting up the frame work of the stamps: all the carriers for 
the wheel and axle are up, and so soon as the gudgeons arrive the axle will 
be placed on its post. Captain Cotesworth, of the Cata Branca, consented 
to let me have fifteen of his cast-iron stampheads, with broker shanks; they 
will form an exceedingly good bed for the covers : some prefer to stamp upon 
a bed of stones, but I should always advocate an iron one. The works con- 
tinue with regu'arity, and we are making progress at the stamps, but not so 
fast as I should wish to get on, owing to the inadequate number of hands. 
Several of the native carpenters have been failing during these two or three 
weeks.

In conformity with the arrangement mentioned ia my last, seven of the 
company’s waggons left this place for Vera Cruz on the 2d inst., to bring 


from thence machinery and stores, and took down with them ninety-seven 


bars of silver, under military escort, granted by the government. I 
have been subsequently informed, by R. Munoz and Co., that tney reached 
the port in safety, and that the bars will be shipped by the present packet. 
On the 19th inst. we forwarded twenty-seven bars of silver to Mexico, the 
first of this month’s produce, funds being required on the return of the 
escort for payments here. I had previously instructed our agents to sell six- 
teen of the plata mixta; the remaining cleven were introduced into the 
Mint, having received assura:.ce from different quariers that this establish- 
ment had recommenced coining, and had punctually paid the value of the silver 
introduced with very little delay. By a letter just received from Mexico, I learn 
that the superintendent of the Mint had promised to pay the amount yesterday. 
As there is now reason to suppose that the mint will pay for parcels of silver 
sent there in a reasonable time, I propose to introduce therein either the 
whole or the greater part of the forty-three bars, the remainder of this month, 
which I hope to send to Mexico next week, and which will probably be re- 
alised in the following one. This produce will furnish ample funds to sup- 
ply our wants here at present, without drawing any bills on London; and if 
nothing happens to thwart our expectations, I hope shortly to be able to re- 
mit you surplus funds, whether in money or bars, as circumstances may point 
out to be most convenient or advantageous. 

In reference to the subject of additional hacienda power, and the proposed 
repair of San Antonio, the court will have observed the late addition of ten 
arrastres to the hacienda and Sanchez, which are now in successful opera- 
tion ; and as the eight new arrastres at Regla are grinding, at a rapid rate, 
about ten quintals per day each, and the old arrastres, uader Mr. Cameron’s 
management, are grinding a larger quantity than they were before ; and, fur- 
ther, as arrangements are male for adding the other eight, I propose to sus- 
pend the commencement of operations at San Antonio until the proposed im- 
provements at the present haciendas are completed. There being something 
of novelty in the Regla new arrastres, it was deemed advisable to see the 
effects of the first eight before proceeding with the second. These are found 
to work very satisfactorily, and it will, therefore, be our object to proceed 
on the eight remaining ones as soon as possible. In the mean time, how- 
ever, the erection of the blast machinery is for many reasons tobe preferred at 
the present moment; and as, oa accoust of our limited number of good 
masons, we cannot conveniently proceed .with the two works at the same 
time, we are obliged reluctantly to postpone the putting up of the second 
sett of arrastres for some time longer.

BOLANOS MINING COMPANY. 

Bolanos, Sept. 16.—During my short stay in Veta Grande, I have visited 
the mine in company with Mr. Schuchardt, and. Don Domingo Caldron (an 
old miner), and Perito, for the purpose of examining whether it is likely that 
we have left one of the branches of the Veta Maire unexplored to the south 
of Gallega, between Taylor’s shaft and Catade Juan. Mr. Siaguno is im- 
pressed with an idea that we have not workedit, and that it is one which 
was seen twenty-seven varas south of Taylor’s shaft, when the ground was 
cross-cut on the surface previous to sinking that shaft. Mr. Slaguno ex- 
pects a great bonanza from this branch. 

The quantity of ore raised in Gallega has not increased of late, as you will 
see from the reports, and the ley is variable, as it might be expected, raising 
the ores from different parts of the mine. Of the good pillars there are 
pow few left, and to remove some of them will require a great quantity of 
timber. 

In the district of Bolanos we are making good progress towards reaching 
the bottoms. The Esperanza level is now communicated all through the 
mine, and also the footway of Conejera, so that all the people will now go 
down in the same place, and the too!s and materials will be delivered to them 
underground. An Englishman, and two natives (assistant miners) will re- 
main in the mine the eight hours with the workmen, and the “ Gurda miners’’ 
will go down to examine the mine soon after the people come out, as well as 
on feast days, so as to be able to avoid fires—a danger which is greatly to be 
dreaded in this mine, owing to the great quantity of timber not only in the 
levels and shafts, but also in thejold workings. 

The ground between Cocina and Conejera, in Santo Tomas level, 1 am 
afraid will not turn out so good as I expected, still we shall be able to raise 
some ores of eight or ten ounces per carga. The cross-cuts north and south 
of San Vicente, in the Esperanza level, are still cutting some branches ; and 
the one twenty-seven varas north of the shaft has cut one about one-third 
of & vara wide, with good ores ; we shall drive by-and-by upon it, as there is 
some ehance of its getting wide as we approach the workings of Barranco. 

I hope.in a few weeks the Santo Tomas cross-cut, south-east, will cut the 
pillars, which will enable us to make immediate preparations for the drainage 
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I have visited some of them, and from what I have seen personally, and 
from the reports of the miner, I am able to give you the following informa- 
tion, which upon the whole 1 hope you will find encouraging. 

In Pozo Rico we have continned sinking the footway, or rather inclined 
shaft, from the surface west of San Matias, in order to ascertain where 
the vein is dislocated ; and although it is about twenty-five varas deep, it 
continues from two to three varas wide,‘ beginning to show some few grains 
of ore. In this mine we must wait patiently the result of this trial before we 
come to any determination. 

In San Miguel, without making much progress in depth, we have conti- 
nued driving west, and working on the backs; the vein continues in ore 
ground, and although the quantity raised does not exceed for the present 
the average of forty or fifty cargas a-week, and some of the ores are difficult 
to reduce, yet the produce in the last quarter was sufficient to pay the cur- 
rent expenses of the mine and of reduction; the same result I expect du- 
ring the present quarter, so that with care we shall be able to see enough of 
the mine, without additional outlay, before we determine what works it will 
be necessary to undertake. 

In San Clemente the shaft has cut through the two branches, both con- 
taining ore, although not very abundant ; the shaft is now three varas below 
the level of San Espiridion level, east and west of the shaft, and the end of 
the same level west from the footway side ; all the ends are in ore ground, 
and some of them very promising. The drawback we have had of late has 
consisted principally in the vein having been dislocated in several places by 
fissures, which have compelled us to drive small cross-cuts to find it again. 
I hope, nevertheless, that the communication of San Espiridion will be ef- 
tected in about five weeks from the time ; as soon as that is done we shall be 
able to raise ores, aud for that purpose we are cow looking for a convenient 
hacienda near Zacatecas, and I have already given orders to purchase some 
cattle and stores, although everything will be conducted oa a small scale for 
the beginning. This will, however, require an outlay, without which it would 
be impossible to carry on the works ; but I think we are justified in so doing, 
since we have sufficient ore in sight to repay the costs which we are now 
obliged to undertake. If by sinking the shaft fifteen varas more, we should 
find with a cross-cut that the vein continues with the same good appearance 
as at Espiridion, then there will be reason to expect a good mine. 

I have agreed with the owners of San Clemente that they should denounce 
three or four pertenencias south of that mine, which will either by a separate 
contract, or conjointly with that of the San Clemente, form part of our new 
establishment. I expect we shall have to make a loan of 8300 or 8400 to 
one of the owners, in order to settle the contract to my satisfaction. The 
number of veins crossing this new ground cannot be less than twelve or 
fourteen, and if San Clemente turns out good ata greater depth, we shall 
have a splendid field for speculation, acquired, in my opinion, on very mode- 
rate terms. 

My plans for the future works of this mining district will be submitted to 
you in detail at the end of the quarter, when | expect that the general map 
will be furnished with all the veins known in the three sets of San Clemente, 
San Nicholas, and the new denuncio referred to, called Santa Barbara. 

Veta Grande, Sept. 18.—I regret to inform you that since the beginning of 
last week the barreteros have refused to work op the old terms, adjudging 
that the preseat state of the mine, under the actual system, does not furnish 
them with the means of subsistence ; hitherto they have been peaceably in- 
clined, but there are not wanting ill-disposed persons to incite them to tu- 
mult and riotous proceedings. I expect the arrival in this district of Mr. 
Floresi, when I hope he will think proper to take upon himself the neces- 
sary steps to induce the miners to return peaceably to their work, on the same 
terms as heretofore, as in my opinion there exists no just reason for com- 
plaint on the part of the barreteros, and their pretensions to partido or 
barca are totally inadmissible just at this period, when we are provided with 
so small a stock of ores for keeping the hacienda in activity, the refusal of 
the miners to work is particularly inconvenient. Before the arrangements 
already alluded to, of curtailing proportionably the work in each of the four 
haciendas, was agreed upon, andnot being able to secure sufficient forage 
for the whole of the animals employed in Sauceda, I thought it prudent for 
a few weeks, until we could procure green fodder, to turn the whole ‘of the 
animals at Sauceda out to pasture, and suspend during this period the grind- 
ing of the ores at the hacienda; this was done in July last, when, by my ut- 
most exertions, I could procure a very insufficient supply of forage ; the con- 
sequence of this temporary suspension has been that during the present 
month (August), the produce of silver at Sauceda has, in comparison with 
former months, been very limited. Although the current costs have been little 
reduced, this will account to you for the apparent high cost of reduction at 
Sauceda—for two whoie weeks there was no return of silver. 





Discovery or A VALUABLE Copper Mine.—We feel no ordinary 
pleasure in directing the public attention to the discovery of an exceedingly 
valuable copper mine on the estate of the honourable member for Drogheda 
(Sir W. Somerville), at Brownstown, in the county of Meath.

the flames, the whole of the building, with the exception of the stone and 
iron work, in the course of a few hours was entirely cousumed. The lofty 
shears in front of the house, and the main rod attached to the nose of the 
bob had, at different times, taken fire, but with the assistance of a small 
engine which was procured from Dolcoath, and at the imminent risk of 
human life, the destructive element was happily got under before it had 
effected any serious damage. Early on the same day a number of work- 
men was set to work in clearing the rubbish and ashes, and carpenters, 
smiths, masons, and others were actively engaged day and night with a 
view of getting the engines in working order as speedily as possible, and 
its working was resumed on the Monday night following. 

Joint-Stock Companies IN France.—In France there are three 
kinds of joint-stock associations :—1. Those established by what are 
called in England deeds of settlement, but with this difference, that 
whereas in England all the shareholders are liable to the debts and engage- 
ments of the company to the full amount of their fortunes, in France the 
director alone is liable, and the creditors of the concern can only look to 
him, the shareholders being only liable to pay the amount of their shares. 
These are called ‘ Sociétés en Commandite.’’ The second are associa- 
tions where all the members of the society are equally liable for the debts 
and engagements; but where also they have the right of controlling the 
expenditure, and examining, placing at interest, &c., the receipts of the 
concern. Such a company is called a ‘‘ Société en Collectif,” to dis- 
tinguish it from the ‘‘ Société en Commandite,’’ since, in the latter the 
power of governing is vested in one individual, whereas, in the former 
case, a ‘‘ Société en Collectif,’’ all those who belong to it have a right to 
examine and direct, all being equally responsible. A ‘* Société en Col- 
lectif’’ is preferred, where three or four individuals, with large fortunes, 
take up an affair together, without addressing themselves to the public. 
A third class of society is one which is authorised by the King in council, 
or by an ordinance of the King, and are called ‘‘ Société Anonyme.”’ 
These associations have the right to carry on business by a corporate title, 
and the property of the corporation or society alone is responsible for the 
debts of the concern. Thus, a society to drain lands, or to cultivate bogs, 
or to effect any public undertaking of importance, which deserves the pro- 
tection of the government, would obtain what would be called in England 
a charter of incorporation, provided that the statutes or rules of the so- 
ciety be first approved by the government. The two latter classes of 
companies or associations it is not proposed to touch ; but it is proposed 
by the government, by the press, and, I may add, by the public opinion 
generally, to alter the law as it present stands with respect to ‘ Sociétés 
en Commandite.’’ As it stands at present, the only thing necessary to be 
done in France in establishing a joint-stock company of the first class, to 
which I have referred, is to print and publish a prospectus—make before 
a notary a deed containing the conditions upon which persons may become 
shareholders—then to find shareholders—and receive their money and 
place the shares. If the société thrive, well and good. If not, the 
director has only to wind up the concern, and tell the shareholders that 
the money subscribed is spent, and they have no remedy. It is then pro- 
posed—first, to seek to establish some controul over the establishment of 
mere fraudulent and visionary schemes, by submitting them in the first 
instance either to the government for its approval, or else to some body 
of men to be established for this purpose.— Correspondent of Standard.

A substantial breakfast is provided in a room at 
the station, at 2s, per head, including waiter ; and whilst the passengers 
are occupied with the same, an arrangement takes place of the parcels to 
enable them to go forward in due course; and, at the proper time, all go 
forward together in the most. satisfactory manner. We had some little 
opposition at first from parties interested in the delay of the passengers 
in the town, but I trust that the evident advantages of the change will 
induce the proprietors of the night-coaches to follow the example of the 
mails, and let them drive to the station direct, whereby their passengers 
will be enabled to refresh themselves here, and enter on Dusiness at Liver. 
pool and Manchester immediately on their arrival, the morning after they 
have left London."’—Birmingham Advertiser. 

Porr or GLovcester.—A spacious and odious graving dock 
erected at the expense of the Gloucester and Berkeley Canal Compan ‘ 
was opened on Tuesday last, for the admission of the ship Eldon, of Ply. 
mouth, upwards of 700 tons burthen, wherein she is now undergoing re. 
pairs, previous to her departure from hence on a foreign voyage. 

New Coxuieries.—The inhabitants of Chesterfield and the neighbour. 
hood will be gratified to learn that Mr. Stephenson, the celebrated ciyil 
engineer, will shortly reside at Wingerworth Hall, for which mansion, and 
numerous coal beds in the neighbourhood, he has recently been in trea 
with Sir Henry Hunloke, Bart. We understand it is the intention of Mr, 
Stephenson to establish collieries &c., on a very extensive scale; and from 
his well-known talents and influence, we are certain he will bring to light 
those riches with which the strata in the neighbourhood of Chesterfield 
abounds.— North Derbyshire Chronicle. 

Tue River Tay.—An immense stone, long supposed to be a rock, 
and imbedded in the fairway of the channel, the top of it being immersed 
to the depth of five feet at low water, has been lately removed from its 
situation by operations continued during only five tides. The stone, of 
which the solid contents were 598 cubic feet, and the weight between 
forty and fifty tons, was raised by means of two dredging lighters, capable 
of containing twenty-five tons each, which were brought to the spot at low 
water. A hole of two inches diameter was previously made in each side 
of the stone, and plug-bats having been inserted, a chain was fastened to 
them, and thus when the tide rose, the stone was floated off its bed and 
conveyed ashore. 

Bursting ov a SteaM-Boier.—One of the steam-boilers at Hop- 
wood-mill, Oldham, burst in consequence of one of the valves being shut 
—a valve communicating from one boiler to the other. The screw for 
closing this valve is formed in such a manner that it would require turning 
twenty times before the valve shut, and therefore must have been inten- 
tionally closed. The explosion made a violent noise, breaking the timbers 
of the roof of the boiler-house, and forcing the doors of the engine-house, 
a distance of two yards, where they were thrown down. The engineer, 
Joshua Taylor, was shockingly scalded by the escape of hot water ; he was 
taken home in a dreadful state, and expired in a few hours afterwards. 
The affair was investigated before the coroner. The two principal wit- 
nesses, James Harrison and Daniel Lees, stated that the deceased had told 
them, more than once, that he never shut the valve, and had said ‘‘ Some- 
body has done my job—somebody has intentionally shut the valve.”’ The 
unfortunate man appears to have been on good terms with all the hands 
at the mill; but the body of engineers are said to have conducted them- 
selves in an unfriendly manner towards him, he not being a member of the 
union, and not looked on as a regularly-acknowledged engineer. A wit- 
ness examined at the inquest observed that a person with a false key might 
have obtained admittance to the boiler-house unobserved by the watchman, 
The jury being unable to agree to a decision in the present circumstances 
of the affair, the inquest was adjourned.— Manchester Guardian. 
Stncuiar Discovery.—About eighteen months since a miner, work- 
ing in Hustlane Colliery, Chaduton, at a depth of 100 yards, cut out of a 
coal stratum a piece of sandstone rock, having every appearance of a 
human thigh, leg, and foot, joined together, flattencd, and a little bent at 
the knee, in a natural state. The thigh appears somewhat attenuated, is 





black shale. From the extremity of the thigh to the heel, in a right line, 
is two feet three inches ; from the heel to the toe ten inches ; girth of the 
thigh nine inches, calf eleven inches, foot seven inches. The reader will 
perceive that the whole is tolerably proportioned ; it appears as if the 
limb had been separated from the body previous to its transformation into 
stone.

FitrrRaTion.—A committee, appomted by the French Academy of Sci- 
ences, have examined into the merits of the apparatus invented by M. 
Henri de Fonvielle, for the filtration of water, and which has been in cons 
stant use at the Hotel Dieu for eight months. The committee give it their 
full approbation, and the principles on which it acts are those of high- 
pressure, combined with two opposing currents put in daily motion by 
means of taps and pipes, for the purposes of cleansing, and preventing all 
adhesion of earthy and impure matter. 

AccipENts.—John Evans, a youth, aged fifteen, formerly employed in 
the Cyfarthfa Iron Works, was at work in the level about twelve o’clock 
at night, when, by an improper management of his candle, an explosion 
of fire-damp took place.

COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE, 


THE COLONIAL MARKETS.—The market for British Plantation sugars has 
not exhibited a lively appearance this week, still the importers have succeeded in 
obtaining 6d. to Is. per cwt. higher prices, particularly for the lower and middling 
descriptions.
